W om en cau sed abou t the only labor 
trou ble in the W est bottom s d istrict 
y esterd ay afternoon, say s tod av ’s K an­ 
sas C ity Tim es. 
Som e of them w ere 
w iv es of strik ing team sters, others 
ow ners of 
board ing hou ses 
w here 
team sters liv e. 
Both classes w ere to 
lie fou nd , m ostly along L iberty street 
betwc-en 
T w elfth 
and 
T hirteenth 
streets. T hese women w ere the sou rce 
ot m u ch annoy ance to the police last 
week, bu t y esterd ay afternoon they 
aband oned the ir efforts a t hid ing and 
d efied the ofiicers. 
E v ery wagon tiiat 
passed along L iberty stre e t in charge 
of a nonu nion d riv er and a special offi­ 
cer w as greeted w ith 
a show er of 
stones, tin cans 
and sticks, 
som e 
throw n by wom en who ran into alley - 
w^ay s, bu t m ostly by m en and boy s 
who w'ere encou raged by the women. 
Abou t 4 o’clock tw o d etectiv es fol­ 
lowed a wom an into her back y ard and 
w arned her 
to cease her cries 
of 
‘ scab*’ and to stop encou raging d isor­ 
d er. T he wom an posed near her wash- 
tu bs, arm s akim bo, and d ared 
the 
officers to tou ch her. 
She w as tOid 
tha t if she cau sed fu rther trou ble she 
wou ld be sent to the police station in 
the patrol wagon, bu t the throat had 
no effect. 
A lthou gh stones and bricks 
w ere throw n a t m any w agons on Lib­ 
e rty street, it seem ed to be the inten­ 
tion to frighten ra the r than to harm 
tho d riv ers, as no one w as hu rt. 
W hat seem ed to be a new way of 
Inju ring the tra nsfe r com panies w as 
d iscov ered y esterd ay afternoon in the 
W est bottom s. 
A m an w as giv en 
w ork as a nonu nion d riv er, and w as 
sent ou t w ith a w agon and a special 
officer. 
No sooner w as the wagon ou t 
of sight of the stables, how ev er, than 
the d riv er lashed the horses into 
a 
gallop. 
T he 
farm m achinery 
w ith 
w hich the w agon w as load ed began to 
b reak and fall ou t in pieces. T he spe­ 
cial officer y elled to the d riv er to stop, 
b u t he paid no attention to him . T hen 
the officer threatened to shoot, 
and 
this brou ght the horses to a stand ­ 
still, the d riv er d eclaring the anim ats 
had ru n aw ay , and tha t he cou ld not 
stop them . T he d riv er w as locked u p 
a t No. 2 station for inv estigation. 
T here w ere no d ev elopm ents in the 
strik e of the tru ck d riv ers y esterd ay 
afternoon or la st night. 
The transfer 
m en reported tha t they had d one the 
b e st d ay ’s w ork since the strik e began. 
Som e of the new em ploy ees d id 
not 
show u p for w ork y esterd ay m orning. 
T hey w ere paid off S atu rd ay night, 
and som e of them w ere u nable to stand 
prosperity . A few w ere persu ad ed by 
the u nion m en not to retu rn to work. 
ihirty -fiv e m ore special policem en 
w ill be ad d ed to the fifty now on d u ty .

Some curious facts have come 
to 
lig ht in reg ard to the Russian g overn­ 
ment’s employment of spies in foreig n 
countries, and the leng ths to which ¡’s 
secret ag ents are ready to g o. 
A scandal has br*en caused in Switz­ 
erland by the discovery that one Ra- 
binovitch, a Russian spy, wa^ opening 
letter box es with a private key. 
He 
offered the postman a bribe to let him 
read correspondence of Russian polit­ 
ical refug ees, but the Swiss postmen 
refused, and reported him to the au­ 
thorities. Rabinovitch had broken the 
laws and ex posed himself to punisii- 
ment; but, at the intercession of the 
Russian consulate, he was merely ex ­ 
pelled from the country. 
It has been an open secret that A. 
Weissnian was the head of the Ru.s- 
sian secret service in Bulg aria. 
The 
Sofia papers referred to it openly, and 
named 
some of 
his 
subordinates. 
Wei.ssman plied his trade for yeans; 
but he also made himself offensively 
activ#* in Bulg arian politics, and final­ 
ly .sfTit to a Vienna paper a teleg ram 
announcing , wiiliout any foundation, 
that Prince Ferdinand had fled the 
country'. 
Tiie Bulg arian g ovcTument demand 
ed his recall. His {» apers were seized 
and some of them have found 
their 
way into the press. 
It is shown ly 
Weissman’s notebooks that the “Asi­ 
atic department” of the St. Petersburg 
foreig n office employed him 
and a 
number of his subordinates for nine 
years to develop a system of corrup­ 
tion in Bulg aria. Almost all the post­ 
men were in his pay, and anybody’s 
letters that he wished to see passe« i 
hroug h his hands. 
Where the Russian secret service 
can not g ain the cooperation of a for­ 
eig n g overnment in spying upon Rus­ 
sians residing abroad, it resorts to 
other means. 
There is now living in 
he east end of London a respectable 
young Russian of Jewish descent nam­ 
ed Eckstein. 
He occasionally sent 
forbidden political literature to friends 
n Russia. 
A short time ag o, while 
Eckstein was away, a strang er called 
at his lodg ing s. 
He represented him­ 
self to the landlady, a simple, illiter­ 
ate Jewess, as a police detective, and 
convinced her that he had authority 
to search her lodg er’s room. He went 
throug h 
Eckstein’s 
correspondence, 
and carritMl off two letters from Rus­ 
sia.
